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Greenwich's 
GCSE grades 
among most 
improved

GREENWICH students’ exam 
results are among the most 
improved in the capital - and in the 
country - according to the latest 
GCSE results. 

The figures, released last Wednesday, 
reveal it was a record-breaking year for 
exam results in Greenwich with more 
pupils than ever achieving top grades 
at GCSE level. 

They show the number of students 
achieving 5 or more GCSEs at A*-C 
including English and Maths as 50.1 
per cent - up by almost 7 percentage 
points over last year. 

The results demonstrate the hard work 
and commitment from students, 
teachers and parents across the 
borough. 

More students than ever successfully 
achieved top grades. 

The percentage of pupils achieving 5 or 
more GCSEs at A*-C in any subject has 
shot up by more than 9 percentage 
points to 72%. This is part of a 
consistent and remarkable increase of 
almost 25 percentage points over the 
last four years. 

Councillor Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
said: “Congratulations to our students 
on another set of excellent results. 
These results provide a positive base 
for students moving on to post 16

Bannockburn bring the Victorian age into school

LIVING history walked into 
the 365-pupil school in 
Bannockburn Road in the 
shape of Jose Merriott and 
her second cousin, Ivor 
Mason. 

And GT helped to bring it 
all about! The pair are direct 
ancestors of Alfred Edmund 
Lewis, who was one of the 
earliest scholars there, back 
in the 1890s. 

Bannockburn teaching 
assistant Deborah O’Boyle - a 
keen genealogist - set up a 
small after-school history 
club last term, while Years 5 
and 6 were focusing on the 
Victorians in lessons. 

The club picked out young 
Alfred as a possible to focus 
on - and wrote to GT to see if 
we could help to contact any 
of his present day relatives. 

We did! Amazingly, Jose 
Merriott, Alfred’s 73-year-old 
granddaughter, still lives up 
the road in Abbey Wood. She’s 
a keen reader of Greenwich 
Time and she got in touch. 

Ivor, a second cousin she’s 
never met (grandson of Beatrice, 
Alfred’s sister), contacted the 



young researchers through a 
family-tree website. The retired 
butcher and his wife, Pat, came 
over from Kent to join in the 
special Victorian assembly. 

Many of the documented 
aspects of Alfred’s life - and 
pictures emailed in by family 
and family-tree enthusiasts 
from all over the world - have 
helped the young 21st-

Jose’s younger 
brother Dave sent 
some of the 
material from his 
present home in 
County Kerry, 
Ireland, and Jose 
told us: “Grandad 
died of cancer 
when I was 12, but I 
remember him, because he 
and our nan lived over the 
road from us. He was deaf. I 
remember his watch-chain, 
like in this photograph.” 

The Bannockburn History 
Club discovered that young 
Alfred lived at 12 Ceres Road 
- just behind the school - 
along with 17 other people 
(two families in one house). 

The school, known then as 
High Street School, 
Plumstead, opened in 
January, 1893 - when he was 
aged 10. A governors’ report 
dated December 1, 1894, 

declared: “Considering that 
this school is still new, the 
attainments of the scholars 
are very creditable.” 

Present day Bannockburn 


pupils delighted in telling 
their visitors, however, that 
afternoon attendance had 
been extremely bad the year 
before when “Lord” George 
Sanger’s circus came to 
Plumstead to perform where 
Brookdene Road is now. 

Alfred married Sarah Collins 
in Woolwich in 1905, worked 
locally as a carpenter and 
joiner for Thomas and Edge, 
and finished up as clerk-of- 
works at the Royal Naval 
College in Greenwich. The 
couple had three daughters 
and Rene, their eldest, was 
Jose’s mother. 

History Club member Mark, 
aged 10, told GT: “I am really 
intrigued by history!” Aaliyah, 
also 10, added: “I joined the 
group after-school because we 
were learning about the 
Victorians in class - and I 
wanted to learn more.” 

Their club leader, Deborah 
O’Boyle, is thinking of 
running another group this 
summer to take a brief look 
at the history of Plumstead. 
“Then, this time next year, 
we might focus on 
‘Plumstead at War’, because 
they’ll be studying World 
War Two in their lessons,” 
she told us. 
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Bogus Blue Badge 
drivers nabbed 

Joint operation nets ten illegal users

A MAJOR crackdown has 
been carried out in 
Woolwich on drivers who 
pretend they are entitled 
to use a disabled person’s 
Blue Badge when they 
park their cars. 

Greenwich Council parking 
attendants, working alongside 
police officers, took part in a 
day’s sweep of cars showing 
badges that were parked in 14 
roads. The badges were then 
checked against the scheme’s 
London-wide database. Of the 
64 badges logged, 10 were 
being misused - including one 
that had belonged to a person 
who had died. 

Five drivers were given 
parking fines, and four of the 
badges were seized. 

The Blue Badge - which 
replaces the old orange badge - 
is a national scheme to help 
people with severe walking 
difficulties, as well as the 
people who drive them. 

The rules say that someone 
can drive a disabled person to 
a supermarket or day centre, 
for example, and use the 
badge. They can also use it go 
back later to pick them up. 
But they are not allowed to 
use it for other purposes, such 
as getting a disabled person’s 
medication, unless the official 
badge-holder is with them. 


“People are using these 
badges when they shouldn’t,” 
said Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety. “People 


borrow them from a badge- 
holder and use them. Some 
are even photocopied or 
stolen. In Greenwich we have 
issued 9,500 Blue Badges, and 
there is a wholesale 
perception that there’s a wide- 
scale abuse of the scheme. 
This sort of abuse is 
completely unfair for 
legitimate users, because the 
spaces they should be able to 
use for parking are being 
clogged up by people who have 
no right to be there.” 

Blue Badge user Alan Kerr 
said: “The scheme is subject 
to widespread abuse which 


must be clamped down on and 
it is increasingly difficult for 
me to get a parking space, 
which on occasion has 
prevented me from being able 
to leave my vehicle.” 

Insp. Ivor Gwyn, who led the 
police team supporting the 
Woolwich crackdown on 
January 7, said there will be 
future clampdowns across the 
borough. 

He added: “We are 

determined to help stamp out 
this misuse of blue badges, 
and will work with the local 
authority to ensure it 
happens.”

Green light for new Love Lane homes 


A SCHEME to build 259 
homes above the proposed 
Tesco supermarket in Love 
Lane, Woolwich, has been 
recommended for council 
approval. 

The borough’s Planning 
Board has now given the 
thumbs-up to build the 
homes, a high proportion of 
which will be classified as 
affordable for people at the 
low end of the property 
market. 


Up to 960 new homes are 
earmarked for the wider site 
subject to detailed planning 
applications, of which 27 per 
cent will be on-site affordable 
housing. 

Further family sized 
affordable housing will be 
provided off-site. 

New residents will also get 
free membership of a car-club 
for the first five years that 
they live there. 

Planning Board members 


have given the green light to 
the overall design, external 
details and landscaping of 
Phase 2, which also includes a 
large retail store, smaller 
retail, food and drink units, a 
neighbourhood police office, 
and walkways. 

The new Woolwich Tesco 
store is set to be one of the 
largest branches in south east 
London. The overall 
proposals to regenerate Love 
Lane - behind the old 


Woolwich Post Office - involve 
the demolition of Peggy 
Middleton House, the old 
Greenwich Council offices. 

• The new Woolwich Centre 
on Wellington Street - a sister 
scheme to the Eltham Centre 
in Archery Road - is due to 
open later this year. It will 
provide access to a range of 
council services all under one 
roof, as well as a new library, 
events gallery, cafe and 
meeting places.

WOMEN experiencing domestic 
violence can get advice and guidance 
from a range of services at a new 
support group. 

Greenwich Domestic Violence Forum 
members have developed a new drop in 
service for anyone experiencing domestic 
abuse to give instant access to a solicitor, 
the police, housing advice and local 
advocacy services. 

The One Stop Shop runs every Friday 
from 10am until 1pm at Brookhill 
Children’s Centre on the Connaught 
Estate in Woolwich. 

“We chose this time as women with 
children in school are able to come, and 
we chose Brookhill Children’s Centre 
because, if they have younger children, 
then there is a creche available,” said 
Stacy Smith, director of the Her Centre, 
who is a member of the One Stop Shop 
planning group. 

“This project has been put together 
from voluntary agencies and the Police 
and Greenwich Council, with support 
from Brookhill giving a free meeting 
room and creche places.” 

Stacy added: “All the participants in the 
planning group are giving staff time for 
free to give advice, and the only cost will 
be the teas and biscuits.”

AS part of the extended schools 
programme, all primary schools 
in Greenwich are offering access 
to after-school activities and 
childcare. 

There is a huge variety of 
different activities on offer across 
the borough including dance, 
drama, arts and crafts, sports and 
physical activities, special 
interest clubs, music tuition, 
modern foreign languages, 
volunteering and business and 
enterprise activities. 

Usually, a session will run for 
around an hour and many schools 
are also offering similar activities 
before school and at lunchtime. 
Greenwich Secondary schools 
also offer a wide range of out-of- 
school activities. 


After school playclubs offer 
primary school children the 
chance to play, do homework and 
relax with friends in a supervised 
setting, overseen by trained and 
experienced play workers. 
Children can choose from the 
activities on offer which may 
include indoor and outdoor 
games, physical activities such as 
sports or dance, project work 
around particular topics using 
computers, maps or music, 
cultural and creative play such as 
art, craft and cookery, role play 
and drama activities and much 
more. 

After school clubs are only 
available during term time and 
parents are normally required to 
collect their children by 6pm 


although some after school clubs 
are open later. 

Registered childminders can 
offer a before and after school and 
holiday childcare service, in a 
home setting that has been 
assessed to ensure it is safe and 
healthy for children. They can 
care for school-aged children and 
their younger siblings in one 
place and may be able to provide 
extended hours of care. 
Registered childminders have 
undertaken training and can 
offer a flexible childcare service.

Greenwich 
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Spring facelift for station access 


ACCESS to Plumstead 
Railway Station is being 
freshened up for the spring, 
thanks to Greenwich 
Council. 

Work started just before 
Christmas to improve the 
footway outside, upgrade the 
signs, add some seating in 
the area, and install cycle- 
stands which will be covered 
by the station’s CCTV 
cameras. The council, 
working in conjunction with 


the transport companies, 
and ‘Seltrans’ (South East 
London Transport Strategy) 

- the partnership involving 
south east London boroughs 
and user-groups - got 
agreement for some old 
shops there to be demolished 
to make way for the new 
scheme. The new-look 
station approach is 
scheduled to be ready by the 
end of next month. Cllr 
Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 


Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community 
safety, said: “Works like this, 
along with the new housing 
going up, are part of the 
bigger plan to give the area a 
face-lift. 

“The building work currently 
going on outside the station 
will give real improvements 
for commuters and local 
residents alike.” 

She added: “I particularly 
welcome the additional cycle- 


stands that are proposed. 
They will, hopefully, give 
owners additional peace-of- 
mind because they will be 
within the surveillance range 
of the CCTV system on the 
station.”

A SURVEY has shown that 
nearly a quarter of people in 
South-East London tolerate 
eye problems rather than visit 
an optician.

G reenwich Council is 
counting on residents to 
help in planning for the 
future by taking part in the 
Census this spring. 

Every ten years the population of 
England and Wales is counted in a 
national census and everyone in 
Greenwich is being urged to stand 
up and be counted. 

March 27 is national census day 
when everyone will be asked to 
complete a questionnaire. The 
Census is sent to every household 
in the country and residents can 
expect to see a purple form drop 
onto the doormat in March. It asks 
how many people are in the home 
and some questions about their 
lifestyles. Everyone who’s there on 
Census Day, March 27 - even 

overnight visitors - have to fill it in. 

The information collected will 
give a snapshot of life in England 
and Wales but the census stats go 
way beyond that. The information 
gathered will be used to decide how 
much funding an area needs and 
where that money should be spent - 
which is why it’s so important 
everyone in Greenwich fills in their 
questionnaire. The census is the 
best way to learn about people and 
their needs and the details they give 
will be used to plan for future 
services such as health, education 
and housing so it’s a vital resource. 
For example, if a census shows a lot 
of babies in one area then that 
shows a need for more school places 
in the near future. A lot of 
commuters show a need for careful 
transport planning. 

Greenwich Council’s deputy 
leader, Councillor Peter Brooks is 
overseeing the 2011 Census in 
Greenwich. He told GT: “We need 
everyone in Greenwich to fill in 
their purple census form, due to 
come through the door in March. 
This is because every person 
counted means more funding 
comes to Greenwich, and at a time 
when budgets for services are being 
slashed this has never been more 
important. The council doesn’t see 
the forms, nor does the government 
- the answers are completely 
confidential. So make sure you 
don’t ignore your purple form!” 

Some worry about how the data is 
used but it’s actually against the 
law for the information to be shared 
outside the Office for National 
Statistics, which operates the 
census. So nobody - not the council, 
not the government, will see what 
people write on their forms, in fact 
the answers are protected by law 
and stay completely confidential for 
100 years!

Residents can take part in the 
census by completing their forms 
on March 27 and returning them in 
the pre-paid envelope. Or, for the 
first time, you can fill it in online 
using the code on the front of the 
form. 

There is help available if you need 
assistance filling in your form. It 
has to be done in English but 
translated booklets will also be 
available telling people how to do 
this if English is not their first 
language.

Making census 
of the past 


FRANCES Ward, the Education Officer at Greenwich 
Heritage Centre on the Royal Arsenal site at Woolwich, 
said: “Historically, the census gives us a snapshot’ of the 
community on the particular date it is taken. It help us 
with where people lived, and their relationship to one 
another within a particular household - for instance, how 
many grandmothers and grandfathers were living with 
other family-members. It also shows what job people 
did, how far they had travelled from their place-of- 
birth to find work, the size of different families. In 
short, things about individuals which would 
never otherwise be known. It’s a valuable 
tool for both demographers and social 
historians.” 


Census champions help you get on form

TENANTS volunteers say they’re happy 
to help fellow residents with what is 
probably the most important piece of 
paperwork this decade. 

One of the borough’s newest 
community centres in Nesbit Road, 
Eltham, is gearing up for the task 
already. 

Lee Abbott is Chair of the management 
committee of the community centre 
named Turning Pages Across the Ages. 
She said: “Here at ‘Turning Pages’ , 
our volunteers are going to be trained 
by the council in order to help people 
with filling in the census.” 

Lee, who is also the Chair of her local 
Eltham Housing Panel, says panel 
members will be learning more details 
about the census at their next panel 
meeting on Thursday, January 20, at St 
Mary’s Community Centre in Eltham 
High Street. 

The long-time Eltham resident told GT: 
“It is extremely important to fill out 
the census. I remember doing what 
was probably my first one back in 1971 
- and I’ve always filled mine out ever 
since. 

“It gives an idea of the diversity of the 
people who live in a particular area - 
for instance, how many children, how 
many older people there are - and 
those figures get used as statistics.

“If people don’t fill it in, we’d lose out 
on the little bit of funding that 
Greenwich Council gets from central 
government - and that affects us all. 
“And, apart from everything else, the 
census down the ages helps us trace 
who are ancestors were!” 

GARY Wells, who served for four years 
as the Chair of the Borough-Wide 
Housing Panel until 2010, is Vice-Chair 
of his local Coldharbour Tenants’ and 
Residents’ Association in Eltham and 
Vice Chair of the local ‘Safer 
Neighbourhoods’ team of Police, police 


community support officers (PCSOs), 
council and local people. 

He said: “I haven’t heard about the 
plans to help people fill out the census 
yet - but it’s something we’d look at 
here on Coldharbour and try to 
accommodate.” 

Gary told GT: “It’s very important to 
fill in the census. It’s how you keep 
accurate records, and it also helps the 
finances, housing grants etc, in any 
borough. The details recorded on there 
must be kept up-to-date.” 

He added: “I remember thinking it was 
all a bit ‘Big Brother’ , having to fill it 
in when I was young - wanting to know 
exactly who was living in a house at 
any one time - but, as you get older, 
you realise the importance of doing the 
census.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within 'Bands’ according 
to tho Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you 
when you registered, or when your circumstances 
changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
Whcn nil the bids arc received, the property is then offered to; 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 
For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council's list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise 

according to the law. particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for afl applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

But a 
theatre production takes it 
one stage further when the 
audience is actually invited 
to become the judge and 
jury for the night. 

Producer of Justitia 
(Justice), Jasmin Vardimon 
told Scene : “The piece is a 
theatrical story following a 
crime case. Events are 
played several times from 
different perspectives and 
the audience is in a similar 
position to a jury. They can 
perceive information and 
each time there is a new 
‘truth’ which is exposed.” 
The show which is on at 
Laban on Thursday 
(January 20) is rooted in 
dance but is fully scripted. 
“It’s played in a physical 
way but there is also a lot of 
text in it - so it’s theatrical, 
but also very physical,” 
Jasmin said. 


The play deals with the 
notions of justice and guilt, 
and takes place in two 
settings via a revolving 
stage. 

She added: “The two 
locations are the courtroom 
- where you traditionally 
try to prove you are not 
guilty, then, in group 
therapy, where the accused 
openly try to express their 
guilt. 

“The revolving stage means 
that the audience see the 
‘reality’ from - literally - a 
different persopective 
because it’s turning.” 

It’s a thought provoking 
piece of work, added the 
Israeli producer. 

“I want the audience to 
think about their point of 
view - each audience 
member has a different 
point of view, but the 
question is ‘Is there one 
absolute truth?’ 

“Is it what you see that 
dictates your point of view, 
or is it your point of view 


that dictates what you see? 
Those are the questions I 
am interested in exploring.” 
Justitia was originally 
commissioned by the 
National Theatre, and has 
been touring for four years.

“We premiered it at the end 
of 2006, so it is entering its 
fifth year,” Jasmin added. 
“It’s come back to London 
for one night only. It’s a 
chance for audiences who 
missed it - and who’ve seen 
my recent productions - to 
get to see it.” 

The play has been all over 


the world, as far away as 
Korea and Israel. So how do 
the audiences differ? 

“Some audiences are very 
reactive to the humour - 
there is a lot of humour in 
it - while some take it more 
seriously. Some respond 
vocally to the actors - it’s 
very different from place to 
place,” said Jasmin, who 
founded her self-named 
company over a decade ago 
and is touring Justita and 
two more productions 
throughout 2011. 

“After the show at Laban 
we are going to France, 
Austria and Italy, then 
taking all three to 
America.” 

Good play? You be the 
judge of that.

YOU SAW A SHOOTING STAR

CALM.’ Yes. Really. Snappy isn’t it? 

So it may come as no surprise that JF 
is recognised as an acquired taste, a 
band that creates music which mixes 
passion and depth with lyrical 
complexity. And in a move that has 
been seen by some as idealistic - 
bordering on pretentious - each one of 
the EP’s record sleeves has been hand 
made. 

You Thought You Saw A Shooting Star... 

is a 6-track palate warmer before their 
next album rears its head, and at first 
glance pursues a different path from 
their previous work. 

Following, Waited Up ‘til It Was Light - 
a noisy, spiky debut that had the critics 
raving and drooling, and 2009’s mixed 
bag follow-up Grace And The Bigger 
Picture - the new EP starts in slower 
fashion, showing a subdued and 
reflective side to the band. 

Opener, The Wind And The 
Weathervanes develops a slow-cooked 
bassline, not the squeal of guitars and 
staccato Casio beats that we might 
have expected. It meanders along, 
allowing singer Alexei Berrow a more 
gentle pace for his wistful lyrics. It’s a 
listener-friendly song and it really 
works, drawing you in before the 
distortion gently appears, crackling 
over into the feedback of the next track. 
This is more standard Johnny 
Foreigner fare, with catchy guitar lines 
and boy/girl vocals before Elegy For 
Post Teenage Living (Parts 1 &2] kicks 
in with more of the same. And indeed, 
the lyrical content treads a well-worn 
path (criticism of scene kids, slutty 
clothes, unrequited feelings], but 
halfway through the track segues into 
part two: This section, spoken rather 
than sung, cuts the tempo and follows 
its own verbal pathways, culminating in 
bassist Kelly Southern’s repeated calls 
of “you kept your nights free, and your 
tops low cut/ because you hope he’ll 
notice sometime”. This smart two- 
hander paints a bleak, reflective 
portrait that makes it the standout 
track, neatly encapsulating the feel of 
the whole record. The closing tracks 
alternate tempo from slow to fast to 
slow, making fora balanced sound, but 
one that seems almost too 
meticulously planned. Perhaps a 
reason for the seeming mellowness of 
this disc is its length. At less than 20- 
minutes long, the slow songs are more 
dominant than on a full-length album, 
where they would provide respite from 
the noisier tunes. 

And while YTYSASS... may seem a little 
underwhelming to devotees of the 
band, it gives Johnny Foreigner a 
slightly more approachable edge. 
Possibly too noisy for some ears, and 
lacking in the expected harmonies, but 
nonetheless these six songs could well 
reward a persistent listener.

Literally speaking 

Colin Firth has taken the plaudits for hisoortrayal of George VI in The 
King’s Speech. Is the hype justified? Dick Morgan reports 


DO not let this 
^ M film to pass you 
by. Do whatever 
you have to do- 
beg, steal or 

preferably buy a ticket - but do 
not miss The King’s Speech, 
the latest offering from 
director Tom Hooper which 
stars Colin Firth as King 
George VI, Helen Bonham 
Carter as his wife, Elizabeth, 
the Queen Mother and Geoffrey 
Rush as Lionel Logue, an 
Australian speech therapist. 
Surely this is F..F.. Firth’s 
f..f. .finest hour. The movie 
works on a number of levels. At 
its most simple, it tells the 
story of Logue's unorthodox 
attempts to cure a royal patient 
of his stammer. Initially 
reluctant, Bertie, as he was 
known to his family, gradually 
warms to this seemingly 
knowledgeable, progressive 
and confident Australian, and 
the buds of an unlikely 
friendship begin to blossom. 
But Logue is careless and 
crosses the threshold between 
commoner and King, invading 
his privacy and forgetting his 
place. Bertie, for his part, has 
his mind elsewhere. Not only 
does he lament his brother 
David’s (Guy Pearce) 
increasingly indiscrete 
philandering with Wallis 
Simpson (Eve Best), but he 
resents David’s total lack of 



focus on state affairs. 
Abdication for love is one 
thing, dereliction of duty quite 
another. 

In 1936 therefore, when Edward 
VIII finally crossed the 
constitutional Rubicon, Bertie 
was prepared albeit neither 
ready nor willing - “I’m a naval 
officer not a King”, he bemoans 
to his wife. With Hitler in the 
West and Stalin in the East and 
an unstable domestic political 
environment (successive prime 
ministerial resignations - 
including a brief but powerful 
cameo from Anthony Andrews 
as Stanley Baldwin) - Bertie 
was convinced; Britain needed 
its monarchy like never before. 
Firth is, quite simply, 


magnificent, growing before 
our very eyes from an insecure 
wretch to the supreme 
monarch George VI would 
ultimately become. But the 
insecurity remains, deep in his 
eyes, always ready to surface. 
Director Hooper marshals his 
illustrious troops with no little 
skill. Bonham Carter and Rush 
are equally impressive - the 
former, her finest role in years 
and what chemistry with Firth 
- the latter, one of four co- 
producers - a curious but 
powerful combination of 
confident therapist and 
impudent commoner. Derek 
Jacobi turns in his usual 
competent performance as a 
powerful and meddling 


Archbishop of Canterbury, 
unctuously ingratiating 
himself into the royal 
household but with little 
success. Michael Gambon is 
similarly striking as Bertie’s 
father, George V. It is both 
interesting and heartening to 
note that Logue was at Bertie’s 
side throughout all of his 
wartime speeches and the two 
remained friends even after the 
war, but make no mistake, this 
is Firth’s film from beginning 
to end. 

Verdict: 

Outstanding period drama.

Stirring up a hornet's nest 


THE GREEN HORNET is a lesser-known 
I player in the pantheon of super heroes, 
but is actually an early entrant, starting 
life in the 1930’s during the golden age 

of radio. 

There have been many visualisations of the 
character including a US TV series and two 
movies. The current film has been planned for ten 
years, and was originally intended to star George 
Clooney. 

This version is notable for the casting of Jay Chou 
as Kung Fu sidekick Kato - who actually does 
most of the fighting, and who was the inspiration 
of Cato in the Pink Panther movies. 

Chou is the Justin Timberlake of Asia and it is 
likely that his casting will boost the film’s success 
in the blossoming Asian market - A trend that we 
may see more of in the future. 

The film is a gas - like the radio serial, there are a 
number of unusual features to the Green Hornet, 
not least that he is seen as a villain by the 
population that he is trying to protect. 

Co-writer and star Seth Rogen proves to be great 
casting, as he is an excellent foil to the hyperactive 
Chou. For many fans the best part will be the 
heavily modified Green Hornet car ‘Black Beauty’ - 
a fabulously retro 60s muscle car that makes 
Knight Rider’s KITT look like a Nissan Micra.

FOLLOWING a somewhat lacklustre film 
year in 2010, 2011 looks set to be an 
exciting one for the big screen with a host 
of mega-bucks blockbusters and stand-out 
performances set to entice the movie 
watching public to their local cinemas. 
Already, several of the year’s newest 
releases have had tongues wagging in the 
aftermath of the BAFTA and Golden Globe 
nominations, with Colin Firth and Jeff 
Bridges both being tipped for awards glory 
over the coming months for their 
respective leading roles in The King's 
Speech and True Grit. Others to watch out 
for at the awards bash are The Black Swan 
- starring Natalie Portman with the hugely 
watchable Vincent Cassel - and The 
Fighter, which should surely see Christian 
Bale pick up a Supporting Actor gong or 
two for his turn alongside Mark Wahlberg. 

If January and February belong to Oscar 
fodder then the summer months are surely 
the realm of The Blockbuster, with a 
trough of big budget action epics and comic 
book makeovers set for release. While it 
has been relatively quiet over the last year 
or so, Marvel Studios is set to return in a 
big way with three huge movies due. Thor 


(slated for May release), and Captain 
America: The First Avenger (July), should 
both prove veritable feasts for comic nerds 
and explosion enthusiasts alike when the 
Nordic God and the Nazi-basher are 
brought to life on the big screen in the 
middle of the year. Completing Marvel’s 
summer takeover is X-Men: First Class 
(June), the latest in the super-freak 
franchise which goes back to the formative 
years of Professor X and Magneto, and the 
beginnings of the mutant’s struggle against 
shadowy forces of evil. 

As one franchise is rekindled we bid a fond 
farewell to another, as the Harry Potter 
saga charges to its mercurial end in The 
Deathly Hallows: Part 2. One of the most 
anticipated movies of recent times marks 
the end of this insanely successful series 
as Harry gets exceptionally grumpy and we 
say ta-ta to Hogwarts for the final time. 
Potter isn’t the only family-friendly 
franchise emptying our pockets though - 
Pirates of the Caribbean (much of which 
was filmed in Greenwich) and The Twilight 
Saga again raise their diamond-encrusted 
heads for another serving of other-worldly 
shenanigans and wafer thin story lines.

STAUNCH Indie snobs might 
not want to hear this, but 
Darwin Deez’ self-titled 
debut sounds an awful lot 
like Pavement. 

Deez’ delivery is hugely reminiscent of 
the California lo-fi band’s (wrong genre 
alert, muso-nerds) frontman Stephen 
Malkmus. 

But DDz will never be embraced by 
those who worship of the font of ‘real 
artists’. Why not? Simple: he’s too hip 
to be hip. He’s trying too hard. His 
‘tashe is too wispy. His glasses are too 
knowingly geek-chic. And his 
transatlantic use of a ‘zee’ instead of 
an ‘s’, which the aforementioned 
anglophiles (‘Pavement’, not ‘Sidewalk’ 
- gedd it?) wouldn’t be seen dead 
using. 

Granted, he’s a bit zany, kerr-azee with 
a capital ‘K’ in a slightly contrived way, 
and to be honest I’m liking his name 
less and less each time I write it. But 
the point is that the Deezee’s got it 
goin’ on. 

All the best music is so simple that 
you wonder why you didn’t think of it 
yourself. Deez’ musical shtick is this: 

In yer face fat-but-thin guitars set 
against repetitively-pleasing 
programmed beats, topped off with a 
mannered mid-Atlantic drawl saying 
very little but sounding cool while he’s 
at it. It’s an effective formula - if a little 
one dimensional. 

So while “I’m just wasting time away” 
might not be the most original of 
refrains, it becomes a nagging mantra 
on Bed Space, hypnotic and evocative. 
The Bomb Song’s round-and-round 
arpeggio builds without ever needing 
to top out, its taught funk tighter than 
a pair of skinny jeans. 

Without Malkmus, Lights On would 
have been a world beater, but as it is 
sounds like an effort straight out of 
Terror Twilight For Dummies. But 
more than anything it’s his well- 
crafted image that will get under the 
skin of purists: His metrosexual 
fashion sense that makes Mika look 
butch. That wispy little excuse for a 
moustache. Those ridiculous, MASSIVE 
glasses. And the alice ban. He’s got a 
bloody Alice band round his bonce. 

But lest we forget it’s an album, not a 
fashion parade, and there are three 
huge singles here. They bookend the 
record, kicking it off in fine style with 
Constellation - the catchiest-song- 
possibly-about-star-gazing-but- 
probably-just-druggie-mumbo-jumbo 
since MGMT disappeared down a K- 
hole. Then there is the sublime couplet 
of Radar Detector and Bad Day to 
finish, two nuggets of pop joy that beg 
the album for a reload. 

Natural selection, you could say.

WELL policed - in fact, kettled 
where necessary - by his doting 
dad Edward, rookie Charlton 
supporter Matthew Armstrong of 
Rea Lion Lane, Shooters Hill, 
chose one hell of a game to nail his 
debut bib to Charlton’s mast. 

He wasn't treated to a purist’s classic 
but a redblooded clash of promotion 
rivals, which crammed incident upon 
incident during 90-plus minutes of 
wildly fluctuating fortunes, was a 
pretty decent start.
